sician or Dr. Brenner at once to J 
arrange for a tuberculin test. A 
positive reaction to this test shows 
that there are tuberculosis germs 
In the body. W hether or not they I 
are active germs can bo determ in­ 
ed only by means of an X-ray. 
All of the Michigan Tuberculosis 
association’s health procrams in­ 
cluding X -ra y films taken at coun 
tv clinics, are supported by funds 
rer zed from the annual sale of 
tuberculosis Christmas seals.
